8t. Paul’s advice to Timothy, to take a 
“wee” drop for the “stomactli’s sake and 
thy oft infirmities,” but really because 
they hadn’t purchased it at his disti!- 
lery. It was not Howard’s ox, but 
Brigham's that was gored, and he was 
going to gore back~gore the bishops 
to start with, then gore Howard and 
hie distillery. 

We had been led to belicve there 
was @ cessation of hostil t’es, and an 
end to belligerent intentions between 
‘Brigham and Howard. It appears not 
though! The great saint dismisred all 
thought of the bright heavens in his 
distillery sermon; said never a word 
about the first great commandment. 
“Thou shall love the Lord thy God, 
with ail thy heart, etc,” although it 
was Sunday, nor the second, which is 
like unto it; “Thou shalt love thy 
neighbor as thyself.” The epithets ap- 
plied to the distillery man, according 
to our informant, were not remarkable 
forchaateness, or decency, or politencss. 
or anything that might characterize a 
gentlemen of average, decent, bringing 
up.

him; and permitted to make a little 
money as well as other men. _ 

Aside from all this, perhaps, it won't 
be well to push the matter to the wall.

The Mormon Battalion. 


Mormons having been 
Missouri and Illinois, and finally dis- 
armed and driven into exile, were at 
Council Bluffs when the war with Mex- 
ico broke out, looking out for a settle- 
ment somewhere in the far West to es 
cape their persecuters and oppressors;
